HE ugly little mud-pie 

houses of the Army Shikun 
in Kiryat Haim line the beach 
in the Haifa Bay area in long 
uniform rows. The streets 
have unimaginative names 
like: Samech, Vay, number 8 
or 9. Between the oblong 
buildings lines of washing flap 
in the breeze and Army wives 
scuff through the sand to and 
from the grocery store. 

But on Friday nights, Sa- 
turdays and holidays the men 
are home on lberty. Ham- 
mers pound, sprinkler systems 
work, shovels scrape the sand 
and the little block houses are 
transiormed into homes.

SUDAN'S PREFERENCE 
To the Bdltor of The FOST 
Sir. — Having served as an 

official in the Sudan Govern- 
ment over six years ago. and 
having had direct contact with 
native officials belonging io 
the more educated classes. I 
would, by no means, conclude 
that it is the aim of the Suda- 
nese people to unite with 
Egypt. As a Palestinian Jew 
whose fate it was to serve 
there during World War I! 
I arrived after a short stay in 
Egypt imbued with obvious 
prejudices against British 
colonial administration. After 
my experiences in Egypt, how- 
ever, 
well-administered country, 
free of disease and corruption 
After three months in Egypt, 
this was an encouraging con- 
trast. 

Though a condgminium, 
jointly administered by Egypt 
and Britain, the British 
rule the country in practice 
no doubt to the good of the 
Sudanese.
